torney's produced what they claimed was 
overwhelming testimony that their client ex- 
hibited a speaking tolophono at his shop near 
Harrlsburg, Pa., long before tho date ol 
Boll's patent Several witnesses have sworn 
that they talked through it Mr, Storrow, 
for tho Boll company, Mr. Lowory for tho 
Molecular company, and Mr. Lysandor Hill 
for tho Drawbaugh company, made tho 
scientific arguments boforo tho court, and 
each soerned to have completely mastered all 
existing knowledgo and all prevailing the- 
ories concerning tho laws of sound and elec- 
tricity. They woro listened to with dose at>- 
tentlon and wore often questioned by tho 
judges. 


Tho caso can not bo decided until each 


judge has examined the record, Bomo 20,000 
pages, as fully as he desires. Then in a con- 
sultation ot tha court tho judgment of each 
member will bo given, and thon the chiof 
justice will assign to ono of tho majority tho 
duty of writing tho opinion of tho court A 
copy oC the record is now at each judgo'n 
room. Whether tho month's vacation just

I wish I wero as 
sure of my own salvation or of anything in 
thin world as I am that ho would bo a Re- 
publican. [Applauso.] If ho and I woro 
alivo forty yonrs from now, and bo were not 
a candidate, I would voto for tbo name, 
Abraham Lincoln."

A letter from Mr. Blaino was then read in

Mr. Pinkerton sent word to Mrs,

by V,'. A. Pinkorton. For a'.long tims she 
was proof against the skill o£ tbo detoctivo, 
but ikally told what she knew. This was 
that her husband bad brought home to her
